Open Christmas Eve Assault 


Reds Turned 
Back From 
T-Bone Hill 


Artillery Fire, 
Bayonets, Planes 
Defeat Attack 
SEOUL — (d?) — Chinese 


Communists struck through 
bitter day - before -Christmas 
cold today in a fierce attempt 
to puncture the Allied line at 
T-Bone Hill in Western Korea. 
Allied artillery almost com- 
pletely destroyed the first 
wave of Reds the U. S. Eighth 
Army reported, and UN sol- 
diers turned back the others 
in hand-to-hand fighting. 


High over North Korea, 
Allied 


Sabre Jets roared into battle' with 
an estimated 60 Russian-made MIG 
jets," The U. S.' Fifth Air Force 
called it "a clawing free-for-all. 
In dogfights all over the North 
Korean skies. Sabre pilots prob- 
ably destroyed two MIGs and dam- 
aged nine, the Air Force said. 


Battalion Attacks 


The Eighth Army said a Chinese 


battalion of about 750 men 
at- 


tacked Allied 'trenches and bunk- 
ers on frozen T-Bone Hill, west of 
Chorwon. The battalion was sup- 
ported by about 2,600 rounds of 
artillery— an intense barrage for a 
small area. 


Red troops reached. outposts of 


the hill between 2 a. m. . and 3 
a. m. but Allied soldiers, braced 
by reinforcements aid a thunder* 
ous artillery barrage of their own, 
held fast and never were in dan- 
ger of. being overrun, ah Eighth 
Army staff officer said. 
' ' 


The Reds gave up about 4 a.vm. 
Maj. James Hagerstrom of Ty- 


ler, Tex., damaged three MIGs in 
the flashing air battles. He and 
2nd Lt, Walter Fellman of Camas, 
Wash., started the first fight by 
breaking into a formation of three 
MIGs near the Yalu River, Man- 
churian - Korean boundary line. 
Fellman probably destroyed one 
and damaged another. 


MIGs Chased Off 


Then several dozen MIGs swept 


across .from Manchuria to help the 
Red pilots. They were chased off 
by a flight led by Capt. Vincent 
Stacy of Crystal Falls, Mich. 


Today's flareup in ground -and 


air action came on the eve of the 
31st month of the war and while 
Christian soldiers of the United 
Nations' prepared 
for Christmas 


celebrations all across the1 frosty 
leninsula. However, the attack* on 
T-Bone was the only action big- 
ger than the usual patrols and 
irobes. It was the first 
battalion- 


sized attack by the Reds in two 
weeks.

His original appointment was as

His rank was unchanged after 
Niles left the White House post in

She had not been told that Con- 
ett, after sending her screaming 
rom the house, apparently had 
licked up the children by their 
eels and bashed them to death 
against the floor, furniture and 
wall*.

i. 2%. and Michael. 4, 


Cape Jarae* Cunniof. 


said Connett, who had been 


estranged from his wile for several 
months, came to her home two 
days ago to visit the children for 
the holidays.

A violent argu- 
ment followed.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Object of Bid a Double Purpose 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Today is bridge lesson day, and 


as usual I will discuss bidding ac- 
cording to the polnt:count method 
ao that beginners and average 
players can see how the experts 
bid. Just in case you're not famil- 
iar with the point-count, here it is: 
Count 4 points for each ace in your 
hand; 3 for each king; 2 for each 
queen; 1 for each jack. 


There are 10 points in each suit, 


and 40 points in the entire deck. 
You and your partner usually need 
26 points to. make a game; 33 
points for a amall slam; 37 for a 
grand slam. 


In today's hand the bidding les- 


son is furnished by North's jump 
to four spades. This shows very 
strong trump support (usually five 
or more trumps) in a hand with 
distributional 
strength 
but not 


more than 8 points \n high cards. 


The object of such a bid is partly 


to get a makeable contract and 
partly to prevent the opponents 
from entering the auction. 


In this cane East is effectively 


shut out. East cannot afford to bid 
five clubs singlehanded, but he 
might have been tempted to enter 
the auction if he had been given a 
cheaper chance. At five clubs East 
would be set only one trick, a pay- 
ing sacrifice. 


There is a good lesson likewise 


in the play of the cards. When 
West opens the jack of clubs, de- 
clarer must not ruff in the dummy. 
Instead dummy must discard a low 
heart. 


East wins with the ace of clubs 


and returns a heart, which South 
wins with the ace. Declarer draws 
one round of trumps, cashes the 
king of hearts, and leads the ten 
of hearts through West. When 
West plays low (his best play), de- 
clarer simply discards a diamond 
from the dummy. 


When this play succeeds, the con- 


tract is home, for declarer can lose 
only two diamond tricks. Even if 
the cards are so placed that East 
can win the third round of hearts 
makes the contract. 


East is then endplayed, since a 


diamond return gives dummy a 
diamond trick while a club return 
gives declarer a ruff and a dis- 
card. 


Declarer loses bin contract if he 


ruffs the first club trick in the 
dummy.

Bluish Spots on Skin Call 
For Gose Purpura Search 


An Interesting tubject U brought 


up by D. W. T.. who write*: 
"Please tell me what causes pur- 
purm. la there a cur* for thla 
diaeaae?" 


First, for the benefit of thoae 


reader* who have never heard of 
purpura, thia la a condition in 
which 
purple 
patches, 
usually 


small, appear on the skin or mu- 
cous membranes, resulting from 
leakage of blood into these areas. 
It is similar, therefore, to aii ordi- 
nary bruise and indeed in the pres-^ 
ence of purpura, black and blue 
bruises are likely to appear much 
more readily. 


There are many complicated as- 


pects of purpura: it can'develop 
as a result of a large number of 
infections, including measles, men- 
ingitis, or pneumonia; it can fol- 
low administration of drugs in 
those who are sensitive, to certain 
cf them.' In many cases it is re- 
lated to malfunctioning of the 
spleen. In some the cause cannot 
be discovered at all. 


In a more general way, it may 


be related to changes in the cap- 
illary blood vessels which allow 
the blood to sweep through more 
easily than usual, or to changes in 
the various parts of the blood itself. 


• Whenever purpura occurs a num- 
ber of tests must be taken to find 
out what kind of purpura is pre- 
sent, what treatment offers the 
best chances of improvement, and 
what the outlook is for recovery. 


If the condition, for example, is 


the result of an infection which is 
likely to improve, little may need 
to be done;, if it is the result of 
taking some drug, perhaps discon- 


tinuing the durg alone will. be 
enough.

On the other hand, if it la -the 


kind of purpura resulting from mal- 
functioning of the spleen, serious 
consideration will have to be given «J 
to removing that organ. In fact, 
in the splenic kind of purpura" re- 
moving all of the spleen may-be 
the answer. 


REMOVAL DOES NO HARM 


It is a curious fact that the 


spleen, which lies in the abdominal 
cavity, and the functions of which 
are not yet fully understood,^ can 
be removed not only without harm- 
ful effects: but also with great ben-A 
efit in a few conditions. Purpura 
is sometimes one of them. 


Although most readers of thla 


column 
will 
fortunately 
never 


have occasion to become person- . 
ally concerned about purpura, they 
should realize that the development 
of these bluish spots in the mucous 
membrane or on the skin are signs 
of something which should involve 
immediate and careful investiga- 
tion.

grossed in our plan* (or the morrow, let us take an imaginary trip 
around the world to see how-'this popular holiday is celebrated. Th* 
following information was gained by your society editor from Mrs. Ger- 
trude Carpenter, Dixon. who has spent a great deal of time in compiling 
"Christmas Customs 'Round the World." 


Italy 


The creche or presepio is the 


center of the Italian Christmas 
celebration. Many of these are 
real works of art. On Christmas 
Eve everyone goes to church and 
on Christmas Day there is a big 
feast. No one gets presents on 
Christmas but on Jan. 6, Epiphany 
Day. a Xindty old witch called La 
Befana brings presents to good 
children. (Naughty children are 
brought lumps of coal.) 


Holland 


Dutch children leceive their gifts 


from Saint Nicholas, accompanied 
by his servant, Peter. Saint Nicho- 
las is dressed i in a red bishop's 
robe, has a long white beard and 
rides a snow-white horse. Early in 
December, children place 
their 


shoes before the fireplace, filled 
with hay and carrots for the 
horses. On the evening of the fifth, 
the children of the family sing 
songs for Saint Nicholas who final- 
ly arrives with the presents. 


Germany 


Some say the first Christmas 


tree was Swedish, others say it 
was German. But it's nice to 
imagine that it came down to us 
from the German custom of greet- 
ing guests at Christmas with small 
trees ablaze with candles. Saint 
Nicholas comes the night before 
Dec. 6 and checks up on the good 
and bad children. He brings nuts, 
apples and sweets. On Christmas 
Eve the Christ Child comes with 
prescents. 


Denmark 


The Yule gnome stays with Dan- 


ish families all year. He is sup- 
posed to live in the attic with the 
cat and look after the house. He 
is a white bearded, tiny and Jolly 
goblin called Julenisse. Everyone 
loves him. On Christmas Eve, .a 
rice pudding is left for him and 
when midnight strikes he (only, 'of 
course, it is father or brother sub- 
stituting) brings the presents. 


Norway 


Animals are given presents and 


special tidbits at Christmastime, 
sometimes 
vujth 
the 
remark, 


"Here's something to let you know 
that Yuletide is here, my friend." 
The Christmas season is a time of 
feasting. 


Sweden 


The Jultomte, an old gnome with 


a white beard, gives presents on 
Christmas Eye. On the morning of 
Dec. 13, Saint Lucia Day, a pretty 
giri, dressed in a white gown with 
a crown of candles, brings around 
coffee and cakes. She is called 
Saint Lucia, the Queen of Light, 
and Starboys go with he,r to bring 
light to the dark Northland. 


Czechoslovakia 


These children say that Saint 


Mikulas comes down from heaven 
on a golden rope and wanders 
about the earth looking for good 
children. On Christmas Eve. fam- 
ilies gather around the tree and 
fortunes are told. Girls try to learn 
who will be their future husbands 
by disturbing the neighbors dogs 
and making them bark. Their 
barks show the direction 
from 


which the husband will come. 


Poland 


Christmas Day is devoted to 


prayer and family life. Christmas 
Eve is the time of gift-giving and 
feasting, starting when the first 
star appears. There is straw un- 
der the tablecloth because the 
Christ Child was born in a manger. 


Yugoslavia 


This country is made up of six 


republics, so customs are not al- 


ways the same. Children writ* let- 
ters—asking for presents—to Jesus 
and the angels, who bring them 
on Christmas morning. 
Syria. Lebanon aud the Holy Land 


St. Barbara's Day on Dec. 4, 


starts the Christmas season. It 
lasts till Jan. 6. In Syria, the camel 
brings the gifts.

mony, given before a House com- 
mittee which is trying to determine 
whether the funds 
of tax-free 


foundations are being used for sub- 
versive activities. • 


FBI Told 


Budenz has appeared numerous 


times before congressional com- 
mittees and, he says, has recount- 
ed to the FBI at great length what 
he knows of Communist party 
activities. 


A list of names was read to him 


Tuesday by Harold JA. Keele, com- 
mittee counsel. Buden> said he 
knew them to have been Commu- 
nists from personal experience and 
from his access to party, docu- 
ments. 


Many of them • had^ been de- 


scribed as Communists before, and 
some had denied it. But commit- 
tee officials said Budenz for the 
first time described as a Red 
Thomas I. Emerson, now a pro- 
fessor at the Yale, law school. 


In New Haven, Emerson said 


Budenz was "dreaming up things" 
and he declared: "I have never 
been a member of the (Commu- 
nist) party and could not possibly 
have been listed as a member on 
their records."

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The Fakir Could Not Help Himself

PARIS -(NBA)- For the last 


ten years the fakir Birman^had 
lived in Paris, almost unknown and 
almost forgotten, manufacturing 
women's corsets. 


But bark in the SO's, blackbeard- 


ed and turb*nned. he reigned rich- 
ly here in a "palace" with Oriental 
furnishings, many mirrors, shaded 
lights, and a pool of baby alliga- 
tors. 


In the palace he sat on a throne 


of oak and dispensed advice for a 
price on 1'amour and le money to 
thousands, including many Ameri- 
cans. And when he went out he 
drove a Mercedes-Benz. 


He died violently the other day 


and many of those who once flock- 
ed to him believe the change be- 
tween the then and the now. be- 
tween the life of the turbanned 
fakir and that of the corset maker, 
helped kill him.• • • 


The fakir was born as Charles 


Fosses 52 years ago in the provin- 
cial town of St. Etlenne. At 32, he 
descended on Paris and set up 
shop as a costumed fakir, of which 
his version was a sort of combined 
fortune teller and lovelorn editor. 


At first he dealt almost exclu- 


sively with personal problems of 
his clients, handing out secrets for 
happiness, particularly on affair* 
of the heart. 


When the national lottery was 


instituted in France in 1934. the 
fakir Blrman entered into a new

phase. People began flocking to 
him for advice on the numbers.

By 1999, the fakir's fortune-tell. 


Ing factory employed 30 secre- 
taries, «s typists, and he had con- 
soled and scanned the future for 
803,083 clients (his own precis* 
figure) at 50 franc* a head, or 
about $1.38. 


But In that same year the fakir 


predicted himself into trouble. Tho 
husband of on* of his clients sued 
him and in the resultant court 
case, the fakir'* bubble burst Or 
a* th* French put it. "Hi* cabinet 
fell." _ 


Th* fakir Birauui made a few 


theater appearances after that but 
hi* magic with the public was 
gone. In 1943 he set up the corset 
making shop with-his wife, herself 
an established woman in th* busi- 


They lived in a handsome apart- 


ment, with their workshop in the 
same building. But the fakir was 
never the same thereafter. He be- 
gan to be troubled with nightmares 
and the fear he 'was losing his 
mind. 


He tried to commit suicide sev- 


eral times and he was watched 
closely. But the other night he 
escaped from his wife, went into 
an adjoining room and hanged 
himself from a door with an elec- 
tric cord. 


In the moment of his own great- 


est need, the man who had given 
hope to so many could give to him- 
self none.

Tuberculosis 


NEW YORK, N. T. (Special) - 
Tuberculosis took only one third 


a* many live* in th* United States 
in 1993 as 20 years ago. although 
our population has increased by 
more than a fourth in that time, 
according to Dr. Louis L Dublin, 
second vice-president and statisti- 
cian of the Metropolitan Life. In- 
surance Company. Nevertheless, 
tuberculosis remains a major med-' 
leal and public health problem in 
this country because the known 
frequency of the disease has not. 
declined at the same rapid pace as 
the death rate. 


"There are now 1.200.000 cases 


of tuberculosis in the United 
Sutea. according to the latent es- 
timate*, and in 400,000 of these 
the disease is active," Dr. Dublin 
says. "About 250,000 of the active 
cases are outside of hospitals and 
sanatoria, and of them 150.000 are 
either undlagnosed or unreported. 
These people are the chief source 
of the spread of tuberculosis 'in- 


feetton. to addition, •aeh year tp> 
prctfmately 115.000 new cases oc- 
cur which require medical treat- 
ment and supervision."

known case* has changed little 
during a period of rapid decline in 
deaths. Dr. Dublin points out that 
many more cases of minimal tu- 
berculosis have been discovered in 
recent'years as a result of the 
great increase.

Walter Reuther Learned of Unionism at Dining Room Table 


By LEONARD RUPPERT 


DETROIT—(NEA)—Thirty-five years ago, on Sunday 


r'L-rnoons in the industrial city of Wheeling, W. Vm., four 
youngsters sat around a table in their family dining room. 
For youngsters, their discussions were strange. They talked 
about trade unionism, and as the boys argued knowingly, 
their father, a Socialist labor organizer had a hard time con- 
cealing his approval. 


Since then. Walter Reuther, one 


of tht boys at that table, has 
growii up to become one of Ameri- 
ca's two top labor leaders, the new 
president of the CIO. 


Unionism Is, Reuiher's whole lite. 


In battling his way to the iop. 
h« has been beaten up fired from 
Jobs and shot at. Vet ihe battering 
has on!y made his beliefs more en- 
trenched. 


Ambitious and quick-minded, the 


4ft-year-old Dynamo is never at a 
loss (or ideas. Some are ptttcticai 
some are not. But whichever they 
are, be pushes them tirelessly. His 
enemies and admir«rs alike agree 
that "Damn the torpedoes, full 
apeed ahead" would make a fitting 
motto lot him. 


The fact that Reuther rhymes 


with ruthless is said to be more 
than a coincidence, but even those 
who say it grant that he's a sharp, 
cold strategist. Well-informed and 
eloquent at the bargaining table, 
he's made a detailed study of the 
economics of making automobiles, 
and as United Auto .Workers chief, 
the industry-learned not to under- 
rate him. 


Neither Is he bull-headed. He has 


proved ne can let ins mess shift 
with the times. In 1949, for exam- 
ple, he objected to long-term "no- 
strike" agreements. He sit uck both 
tora ami Chrysler. Then, in IWO, 
he suddenly veered the other way 
and signed a five-year peac-a pact 
with General Motors. 


Never afraid of a fight, Reuther 


know* how to win. Even more Im- 
portant he knows how to consoli- 
date his victories. As head of the 
million-member UAW, he faced 
many foes, ranging from Commu- 
nists and Norman Thomas Social- 
ists to Coughlinttes and Klansmen. 
He pulveriMd all of them. 


Reuther Is a fervent anti-Stalin- 


ist. Wherever he has found Reds in 
strategic union posts, he has weed- 
ed them out. He did it by beating 
them at their own game and prov- 
ing to be a smarter maneuverer, 
organiser and politician. And he 
did It swiftly.• • - 
By If, BeoUter had already had 
toil first brush with management. 
He'd been fired for attempting to 
organise his fellow tool and die 
makers in protest against Sunday 
work. 


Reuther cam* to Detroit In 1920. 


By 1031. he had completed high 
school, three yean of college night 
school, and was * foreman at Ford. 
In school, he organised his fellow 
students into a Social Problems 
Club and took them to join picket 
lines. He continued his union activ- 


ities at Ford and in 1933 was fired 
for it. 


Failing to find work. Reuther and 


his brother, Victor, then made a 
tour of Europe. One of their stops 
wax HUSH!*, where both worked 19 
months in an auto plant and be- 
came oilier anu-Communists. 


Back in Detroit in 193S, the bar-

In less than a year 
he was leading Ihe union in the 
rf»y> flrs! maj'jr sufo strike—« 
sit-down at Kelsey-Hayes Wheel 
Co.—and was a member of the 
union executive board.

That's One Description of Six-Month Study of British Martial Laws

LONDON — (NBA)— The Royal 


Commission on Marriage and Di- 
yorce has finished its "conducted 
tour of the 20th Century Inferno." 
That's the way one newspaper 
summed up the Royal Commis- 
sion'* six-month inquiry into the 
divorce law* of England and Scot- 
land. 


It heard testimony from some 


M witnesses, studied letters from 
over 2000 individuals and read 
250 briefs filed by official and 
'femi-otfidal bodies. And now the 
Commission, which was appointed 
by the present government, is ex- 
pected to recommend many chang- 
es in present divorce procedure. 


Testimony ranged from the dour 


forebodings of Dr. Geoffrey F. 
Fisher. Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who sees the breakdown of mod- 
ern marriage everywhere around 
him, to the "biologic facts" of Dr. 
Marie C. Slopes, who advocates 
'ibwering the legal marriage age 
for girls to IS. ("When a woman 
is biologically capable of bearing 
a child she should be legally cap- 
able of marrying .'. .") 


One witness demanded 
that 


wives should be given one-tenth 
of their husband's pay, deductible 
from his paycheck, as "expense" 
money. Another said husbands 
should be forgiven just one little 


Some of the peculiarities of Brit- 


ish divorce law, which witnesses 
wanted changed are: 


A divorce cannot be granted un- 


til the married couple has given 
marriage a three-year fair trial, 
except in unusual cases. 


Refusal without good cause to 


have children is neither a ground 
for divorce nor annulment. 
_ A divorced person cannot marry 
Vie brother or sister of his di- 
vorced spouse. 


A husband can claim damages 


from a co-respondent, but a wife 
is not allowed to collect from the 
"other woman." . 


Neither alcoholism nor drug- 


taking are grounds for divorce, 
sor is * long-term prison sentence. 


The only grounds for divorce 


recognized by British law, which 
jras considerably broadened in 
<T937, are: Adultery, desertion with- 
out cause for three years imme- 
diately preceding 
the 
petition, 


cruelty, Incurable insanity and un- 
natural practices on the part of the 
husband.

The law requires adequate proofs 
to back up these accusations. 


In a large number of divorce 


cases the husband is forced against 
his will to commit adultery—or to 
pretend to do so—in order to give 
his wife "grounds." That was the 
claim of a London university pro- 
fessor, who added that, conse- 
quently, both partners lie and per- 
jure themselves in court. He start- 
led the Royal Commission with.his 
attack upon the so-called "hotel 
divorce." 


Mrs. Eirene 
White, Socialist 


member of Parliament, and spon- 
sor of divorce reform legislation, 
says that she has received hun- 
dreds of letters from persons who, 
failing to get a divorce from their 
mates, have entered into illicit 
unions with third parties. 


"Some of them," Mrs. White 


told the commission, "are bringing 
children into the world. The largest 
family I know of in these circum- 
stances is the eight children of a 
London bus. driver."

Cruelty (wilful conduct causing 


danger to health, bodily or men- 
tal) accounted for only 12 per cent 
of the divorce petitions filed in 
1951. One explanation: A respon- 
dent will contest hotly a charge of 
cruelty, as it is likely to impair his 
future matrimonial prospects. 


The commission's hearings did 


not close without one sideswipe 
at the American wife. , 


Canon Hugh C. Warner, of the 


Church of England, gave the Royal 
Commission his version of mar- 
ried life in America: 


"The modern American wife," 


the canon declared, "tends to feel 
she must wake up early in the 
morning to get her paint and pow- 


der on before her husband has 
awakened. Otherwise, she feels she 
may not have him by the evening."

King Bird Tips 
For Yule Feast 


URBANA — If king turkey is to 


star at your holiday feast, you 
may welcome some tips from a 
foods specialist concerning his pre- 
paration. Geraldine Acker. Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Agri- 
culture, offers these pointers for a 
perfectly 
roasted, 
attractively 


served bird. 


To begin with, buy the right-, 


sized bird for the number of per- 
sons you plan to serve. Allow *> 
to % pound dressed weight, for 
each person, wya Miss j^cker. 


If you make the 
stuffing 
the 


night before, store it separately; 
then stuff just before cooking. 
Pack the stuffing loosely into the 
bird, to allow for expansion during 
roasting. It's never .good prac- 
tice to partly roast a large tur- 
key one day. leave it out of. the 
refrigerator overnight and finish 
cooking the next day. This will 
promote the growth of harmful 
bacteria. 


It's bad business to prick the 


bird with a fork to see whether or 
not it is done—you'll let the juices 
out. 
A much better way to test 


for doneness is to move the drum- 
stick with your 
fingers. 
When 


the joints break or move easily, 
the bird is cooked.

En- 
titled "Here Are the Facts" or 
|Basic Winter Driving Rules," it's 
tree for the asking by writing to 
the National Safety Council. Chi- 
cago 11, 111. It can be read in 
•bout 15 minutes according to 
Prof. Easton, although it sets down 
for the first time the results of 11" 
years of test research by the 
council's committee.

tee high death and accident rates 
•suiting from inadequate traction 
and reduced visibility—the major 
winter driving problems from No- 
vember through February. 


Six basic rules for safe winter 


driving follow: 


1. Get the feel of the road. Try 


your brakes occasionally, while 
driving slowly and away from oth- 
er traffic, to find out just how slip- 
pery the road is.

Describing tire chains as the 


best self-help available to the driv- 
er, the committee said reinforced 
tire chains reduce braking dis- 
tances on both snow and ice about 
half, increase forward traction on 
ice about -seven times, and on 
packed snow out-pull conventional 
tires nearly four times. 


While most tests have been made 


on passenger cars, research in the 
last two yean has been concen- 
trated on the jackknlfe hazard to 
tractor semi-trailer trucks on snow 
and lee. The report summarizes as 
follows:

research that the best means of 
preventing jackknifing is to keep

He turns, Oklahoma City inside 


out, looking for scrap metal that 
can be turned into toy airplanes, 
automobiles and other median! 
cal gadgets. He solicits gifts of 
clothing, discarded dolls, has-been 
tricycles and other dilapidated toys 
that are headed for the scrap hecp.

From hl« toy stockpile. Vinson 


gets enough playthings to fill the 
Christmas orders that pour in from 
nearly every penitentiary in the 
Western hemisphere.

to fasten to 'one extension cord, 
Andrew says. 


Electrical circuits in the average 


home carry about IS amperes. One 
ampere will carry about 110 watts. 
In using electrical appliances, 
watch out that you don't go over 
the limit. Such appliances'-as the 
waffle iron, toaster and coffee mak- 
er all use a lot of current, so it is 
usually wise not to plug them all 
into the same circuit, or at least 
not have them all in use at one 
time. 


Why not make an "electrical 


budget" to keep things under con- 
trol? Figure up the total wattage 
of all the lamps and appliances 
you are operating on any one cir- 
cuit, and divide the total by 110. 
Then place a ceiling on the number 
of appliances you'll use at any one 
time so that you won't go over the 
13-ampere limit.

secret" had been exposed. The 


mlin knew more about atomic 
rgy than all but a handful of 


men among the democracies.

He had access to 
American and British information.

The trail led to London. And 


din months they had nailed Dr. 
ius Fuchs. Gnawed by consci-

Not even that of his colleague, 
Allan Nunn May, who had been 
snaring secrets with the Reds, too,

ly to the Communist aggression in 
Korea. And for their part in a 
world-wide spy-nng that had given 
the A-bomb to the Russians, the 
Rosenbergs were sentenced to the 
electric chair. 


The huge spy-nest had already 


been burned out. Spy-master Y& 
kovlev had fled to Moscow. Brit- 
sh physicist Fuchs, had confessed. 
Canadian atom scientist May had 
confessed. So had spy courier Har 
ry Gold, who named the Rosen 
bergs in the plot. 


Said the Rosenbergs: "We can- 


not reassert often or emphatically 
enough our complete innocence." 


Thus, much of the Rosenberg 


story came from Ethel's brother, 
David Greenglass, who played a 
strong supporting role. His re- 
ward for state's evidence was "a 
light sentence of 15 years. 


An Army sergeant -and expert 


machinist, Greenglass had been 
assigned in 1944 to a lathe in a 
new, restricted factory outside Al 
buquerque, N. M'. Neither he nor 
the other 200,000 workers at Los 
Alamos knew what it was all 
about. 


His wife, Ruth, told him. She 


had learned from their brother-in- 
law, Julius Rosenberg, that an 
atomic bomb was under construc- 
tion. She also told David that 
Julius was now doing what he'd 
always wanted to do—giving 'In- 
formation to the Russians. 


Julius and Ethel had broken 


their connections with the Com- 
munist Party, had stopped reading 
the Daily Worker, had stayed 
away from party meetings. The 
business of espionage Tailed for 


above suspicion. 


It had been hick for Julius to 


'find his wife's brother in a key 
position. For years he had curried 
Greenlass with, presents and party 
literature, until he could call the 
younger man his protege. 


Now it was time for David 


Greenglass to contribute to Russia, 
Greenglass searched his soul that 
night, and the following morning 
he answered the questions Julius 
had sent with Ruth. How many 
employed at Los Alamos? How 
many buildings? What big names? 


Ruth went home with the mem-

months later her husband came to 
New York on furlough with more 
information.

Harry Gold's arrest, the Green- 
glasses expected the scare to blow- 
over. But neither Julius nor Ethel j 
Rosenberg was surprised on July! 
IT, 1960. when the FBI knocked on 
their door. 


The big surprise must have been 


in Judge Kaufman's death sen- 
tence—a sentence as historic as 
the espionage for which it was 
handed down by the court.

I was born; one so simple that it had 
•never, before been utilized. 
; That evening, to test her theory, 
•she played come selections on the 
'.piano to her husband who was un- 
• aware of the method she was using. 
'She thought she was playing as 
'usual. 
, 


• To put her revolutionary theory 
ilnto practice, she went to New 
•York's Hospital for Rehabilitation 
'and explained her method. It was 
• not snapped up eagerly. However, 
;a pupil was provided; a young man' 
.who had lost the use of his hands 
•in a spinal injury. After the second 
'. lesson, he could pick out a tune 
•with both hands. 


• "I do not want to work with pu- 
;pils who don't actually enjoy mu- 
.sic," Mrs. Welbourne says. "If 
;they don't feel that practicing is 
! fun while they are learning. I can't 
•help them advance in th»ir stu- 
;dies." 
• For those with no fingers at all, 
the use of knuckles alone is suffi- 
cient. There is always a stub of 
some sort on the stump of a fist, 
aiid this is sufficient to press down 
the keys. A pupil must have mus- 
cular, or motor, coi.rol of either 
the wrist, forearm, or arm. With- 
out it they lack rhythm, and with- 
out that no one can play any musi- 
cal Instrument. 


-Arthritlcs whose hands are crip- 


pled and bent find the new method 
helpful to them. Those whose fin- 
gers won't bend can turn their 
hands sideways to the keys and 
strike them with a chopping mc- 
tfon, thus producing the same 
sound as with two fingers. 


"When pupils have learned to 


play the chords in a one-two-three 
movement, instead of three-in-one," 
explains the youthful teacher, "the 
proper use of the pedal magnifies 
and extends the sound, and gives 
the effect of using all of. the keys."

A 'Veep' Job Is Tops?

NEW YORK <*- Economists, 


both those hired by corporations 
and those hired by government 
and the universities, predict a 
pleasant year ahead for 
their 


bosses and the public. There are 
some dissenters, however. 


A troup of them held 4 round- 


table discussion under the sponsor- 
ship of the National Industrial Cop- 
ference Board. Their views, oo av- 
erage, were summed up. by the 
board's chief economist, Kbrtio R. 
Gainsbrufh. as follows: 


Tread Lower 


"A Uend toward lowar prices in

consumer price index (the cost of 
living index), but with a rise in 
the wage patera in IMS of two per 
cent or probably three per cant." 


If the economists are right, that 


will be fine for many Americans- 
more pay and lower prices.

And the group, as a whole, look- 


ed for the gross national product— 
the sum of all goods and services 
produced—to rise some two or 
three per cent next year. 


Not all of them went along with 


the majority, however. Dr. Jules 
Backman of New York university 
believes: "Some time in 1953 we 
will see the start of a recession 
which-will be of a magnitude of 
about 10 per cent and it will go on 
through 1954."

vice president—because he never 
does anything wrong. Since nobody 
really knows what his duties are, 
he wisely decides the best way to 
keep from doing something wrong 
is to do nothing. 


Some folks believe that vice 


presidents are frustrated, neurotic 
executives consumed by gnawing 
ambition and who spend their days 
off lying on a psychiatrist's conch 
asking: 


"Why can't I be a president in- 


stead of just another vice presi- 
dent?" 


Nothing could be further from 


fact. Most vice presidents are con- 
tended, cheerful men whose sleep 
is haunted by only one terror:

1952 Form Picture: 
Production Climbs 
But Prices Slump 


By OVID A. MARTIN " 


WASHINGTON-American agri- 


culture turned in its biggest pro- 
duction job in 1932. 
, 


The combined output of food and 
t 


fiber crops and livestock and live- 
stock products was the largest in 
history. It topped the previous 
year's production by 3 per cent. 
Biggest gains were in meat ani- 
mals and food grains. 


Reflecting a heavy consumer 


demand for more beef and favor- 
able prices, farmers expanded cat- 
tle numbers to a record level. 
Those numbers now stand at more 
than 90 million head. This is an 
0 increase of more than 13 million 


bead in four years. 


A further expansion hi cattle is 


expected in 1953—a year that may 
see consumer supplies of meat be- 
come the largest in any peace- 
time year. 


Farmers harvested the second 


largest wheat crop and the second 
largest corn crop in history. These 
crops served to assure ample sup- 
plies and reserves for possible 


•emergencies for at least another 15 


months. 


Produced also were larger than 


average crops of oats, flaxseed, 
rice, hay, soybeans, tobacco, fruits 
and vegetables. 
' * • • 


BUT FARM returns did not 


match farm production. The agri- 
culture department reported farm- 
era received a total net income— 
income left after paying production 


^coots—of 14,200 million. This ' is 


about 15 per cent less than the 
record received in 1947, and vir- 
tually the same as the amount re- 
ceived in 1951. ' 


Farmers actually received about 
* per cent more dollars for their 
products to 1962 than in 1951. But 
their production costs were higher. 
Had farm prices kept pace with in^ 
creases in prices farmers paid for 


^production materials, their income 
•would, of course, have topped 


1951. 


Farm receipts from livestock 


products were down about 3 per 
.cent as lower average prices more 
than offset a 3 per cent increase 
In volume. Returns from crops in- 
creased about 12 per cent, mostly 
because of a 9 per cent increase 
in the volume of sales. 


This year's decline in livestock 


ipts was largely in meat ani- 


ials, eggs and wool. Dairy re- 


ceipts were up nearly 5 per cent, 
mainly because of higher aver- 
age prices. 


Farm economists say farmers, 


are not likely to receive more 


from marketings in 1953 than they 
received in I9p2. The domestic de- 
mand for farm products will prob- 
ably be well maintained during 
the coming year, but some reduc- 
tion in demand for export seems 
likely. As a result, prices received 
by farmers in 1953 may average a 
little lower. * • * 


THE LEVEL of economic well- 


being was not uniform for the 
various farming regions. Many 
producers in Eastern, Southeast 
ern, South Central and Southwest- 
ern areas suffered heavy crop 
losses from a severe early summer 
drought. Those losses were re- 
flected in the production of cotton, 
livestock feed grains, hay and pas- 
tures. 


As a consequence, many farmers 


were forced to sell off .some of 
their livestock because of inade- 
quate feed supplies. Others were 
enabled to keep 'stock through 
government help in obtaining feed 
supplies from more plentiful areas. 


The spectre of a severe drought 


in 1953 hung over many of the 
same areas adversely affected in" 
1952. 
Prospects were darkest in 


the winter wheat producing area 
of the southern great plains. Little 
hope was held for a bumper food 
grain crop in the new year. But 
ample reserves will prevent a 
shortage. 


: A major development on the na- 
tional farm 'front in 1952 was a 
congressional 
investigation 
of 


shortages of government-owned 
grain and other products stored 
under price support programs. In 
a number of cases, private storage 
concerns converted these commod- 
ities to theif own use and were 
unable to make good to the gov- 
ernment. 
a 


Critics 'of the Truman adminis- 


tration blamed these losses—esti- 
mated all the way-from about one 
million to 10 million dollars—on lax 
administration. Several, storage 
concerns were prosecuted. 'The 
government, tightened up its stor- 
age regulations in,a move to pre- 
vent future losses.

THIS YEAR brought few changes 


in farm legislation and in federal 
farm programs. The only measure 
of any importance passed by Con- 
gress was one extending high-level 
farm price supports for basic crops 
for another two-year period—that 
is, for the 1953 and 1954 crops.

ment is required to support-pro- 
ducer prices of wheat, corn, cot-

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Business Had Shaky Start 
In '52; Looking Up Now

Business was worried when 1952 


got under way. It was happy when 
the year ended. It has some doubts 
about 1963. 


Despite a general slowing up in 


the first six months of the year, 
the economy, ended 1952 with the 
post-war boom going full blast. 


The total product of the world's 


greatest economy established a 
new high. Income was up from Its 
historic high levels of last year. 
Unemployment was down. 


From coast-to-coast during the 


early months of the year, busi- 
ness leaders were concerned, but 
optimistic that the full >«*r would 
see a pickup. They were certainly 
right. 


As the year went into its first 


few months, retail sales fell over 
most «i the nation from the 1951 
scare-buying; level. Many prices 
were reduced. Some manufactur- 
ing waa cut back. 


Salesmen really got out and 


eold, which waa quite a change 
from the order-ieJdng of post-war 
years. 


But at mid-year, the tide turned. 


Business got better all along the 
line and the boom rolled on to the 
end of the year in the usual pattern 
of tidal wave records that- have 
marked the post-war years. 


A steel strike, an abortive coal 


strike, Korean peace rumors, hard- 
ly rippled the rush of the economy. 
The election of Dwight D. El»«v 
bower as president waa hailed by 
business generally aa meaning a 
better climate for industry. The 
stock market went up. Some said it 
was an Xisenhower market. There 
was no question but that business 
and industry regarded the Eisen- 
hower victory as a stimulant The 
coming months will determine how 
right that feeling is.

tors." 


However, Roger L. Putnam, gov- 


ernment economic stabilizer dur 
ing the last year, asserted "It's 
bard for me to see a recession 
within the next year and a half.' 


"There is no economic reason 


lor a recession." he said. There 
could be a psychological reason; 
f businessmen keep talking about 
a slump, they could scare them- 
selves into one." 


He said his government advisers 


concurred in this appraisal. 


Factors supporting this view la- 


elude the fact that government de- 
fense expenses, evea> though they 
may crest in mid-IMS, will coa- 
Unue' at a high level.
